Times' copy- 
righted article was an "unfounded1, 
politically inspired attack." 


The

said he would have to depend on 
ihe files of the Central Intelligence 
Agency to confirm his statement 
that He made a secret parachute 
jump.behind the German lines, jn 
October, 1944, near the closef of 
the war. 


And if CIA refuses 'to" release 


"its files, Stringfellow 'added, "I'm 
in a hell of a lot of trouble.",

The condition of Mr. Butherus 


had grown steadily worse since 
the accident' Columbus Day after- 
noon. 
His death brought to 244 


the number of fatalities for Ne- 
braska in 1954. 
The total this 


date last year was 260. 


Lincoln had gone 53 days with- 


6ut a fatality. The death in Lin- 
coln was the fourth for the year. 
Previously two women and a five- 
year-old boy were killed in city 
traffic accidents. There were only 
three in 19o3 for the full year. 


Dep. County Atty. Elmer Scheele 


said an investigation would be 
made in the case. 


Mr. Butherus, a member of the 


Zion Congregational Church, had 
worked as a laborer for general 
construction firms and for the Bur- 
lington Railroad before his retire- 
ment several years ago. He was 
born in Russia, and had come to 
the United States and Lincoln in 
1903.

by the Germans, but escaped eight 
days later with help of the under- 
ground.

He was flown back to the United 


States and rejoined his- outfit less 
than three weeks after he left 
Camp Campbell, he said. 


His outfit went to Prance and 


he was injured by a land mine 
Nov.^.19, 1944, and was unconscious 
until • December 24, .Stringfellow 
said. He now walks with a cane 
and has braces on his feet. 


Stringfellow said he volunteered 


for Army duty Nov. 8, 1942, but 
was not called to active duty until 
April 8, 1943. He was assigned to 
Company C, 62nd Armored Infan- 
try1 Battalion, 14th Armored Divi- 
sion.

He said, he volunteered for OSS 


duty and took some weekend trips 
to. Washington for training in that 
work. It was Sept. 25, 1944, when 
he was taken out of his outfit for 
the plane trip to Europe, he said, 
•and it was Oct. 14 when he re- 
joined his company as it was 
boarding a ship to cross the 
Atlantic.

"And during a 14-day period 


w h e n Congressman Stringfellow 
supposedly was en route overseas 
aboard the USS Le Jeune, was he 
—in fact—carrying out an OSS; 
'cloak and dagger' operation in the' 
'basement of the Gestapo' in 
Nuernberg. Germany, or—as his 
immediate superiors testify — -was 
he aboard ship?"

Stratton told newsmen after his 


first open house in three months 
that the dinner meeting and Wil- 
son's speech "put the Republican 
party on record where it belonged" 
in regard to labor policies on 
both the national and state levels. 


Referring to Wilson's speech, 


Stratton said: "He did a magnifi- 
cent work in saying he -was wrong. 
I felt that if he was big enough 
to do that. I was big enough to 
introduce him."

The Miami Weather 
Bureau warned that winds 
would increase along the 
coast north of the storm 
throughout the night.

"Winds will gradually increase 


and squalls become more frequent 
along the coast, as the hurricane 
approaches," the bureau said. 


"This is a severe -hurricane and 


all precautibns should be taken im 
mediately in the area of warning 
display for the protection of life 
and property against dangerous 
winds and abnormally high tides." 


Planes from the Coast Guard Air 


Station at Elizabeth City patrolled 
North Carolina's outer banks and 
inland sounds during the day, drop- 
ping warnings. 


Residents in threatened areas 


were advised to "get away and 
stay away" from low-lying beaches 
or other locations that might be 
swept by high tides or storm 
waves.

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Cleaning Up Chicago 


An unheralded October rainstorm moving in 


th« sprawling, noisy city of Chicago left the 
brand of *n unprecedented downpour upon that 
community. A stream cutting through the heart 
of a great metropolis overflowed its banks in 
spots. Streets were converted into torrents. Be- 
fore the storm had moved on, property damage 
had mounted into the millions but fortunately 
loss of human life was virtually averted. 


It was one of those storms described as 


"storms of the century." The people of Chicago 
could march back 70 years before uncovering a 
similar downpour. And in those 70 years in terms 
of population growth, towering buildings, huge 
industry, thousands of miles of concrete paving, 
bigness in every sense, the Chicago of 1883 was 
an entirely different community from what it 
is today. 


We talk of decentralization of government. We 


talk less about decentralization when it comes 
to our great cities, already huge and because 
of constant, gradual transition that is taking 
place in America, constantly growing bigger. 
Although there are a few individual exceptions 
to the rule, the fact is that the greatest popula- 
tion change taking place in the last few dec- 
ades has been the growth achieved by America's 
largest, most boisterous metropolitan centers. 


New York, Philadelphia, Chicago and Los An- 
geles are only symbols. They draw not only 
from the rural communities within their own 
state borders, but they seem to draw from wide 
open spaces of the Midwest, from states rela- 
tively sparsely settled in the beginning and 
states which for the last 30 years have ended 
each decade with population losses. 


Their continuing growth with their expanding 


square miles of brick, steel and concrete creates 
many new problems, not the least of which was 
projected in Chicago earlier in the week. There 
is scarcely a great city in the United States free 
from the problem of water supply. And the 
larger they are, the greater the consequences of 
natural developments in the form of unprece- 
dented storms. The headache of an underground 
diminishing water table, a common problem af- 
fecting the country from its eastern seaboard to 
the Pacific, may find some explanation in the 
thousands of square miles of roofs, of paved 
streets, of parkways and areaways that accentu- 
ate the runoff of waters. 


There is no reason to anticipate that any- 


body is going to do anything about it. Yet there 
is a reason for floods, for depleted water sup- 
plies, for much that we concern ourselves with 
today. 


Time Of Opportunity

Bank of Kansas City shows its region, of 
which Nebraska is a part, to be in a strong posi- 
tion in lendable capital.

Secretary of Defense Charles Wilson has apol- 


ogized handsomely for what he himself described 
as his inept remarks in the course of a speech 
touching upon unemployment in Detroit. And 
that's that. In America it is normal behavior 
to accept an apology in generous, understand- 
ing, tolerant spirit. 


There has been too much, entirely too much, 


name-calling in a campaign where emotionalism 
and resulting abuse have prevailed over intel- 
ligence and common sense. It may be the course 
of wisdom for the GOP to decide that its candi- 
dates for Congress should "run scared," but in 


making that decision, it 
is unfortunate if it shall 
be construed as license 
for name-calling. When 
one and all take up a 


cry of "left wing, pinks, punks and Commies" 
in describing a political opposition, then obvi- 
ously forgotten is the fact that about the 
most precious heritage enjoyed in this country is 
the right to dissent. 
Without the right.to dis- 


sent, the two-party system which so many pa- 
pers talk about long and loudly could riot exist. 
And not infrequently those who extol the two- 
party system to the skies become the chief of- 
fenders in name-calling. 


Running Scared Has 


Its Weaknesses 


An Omaha newspaper presented its prescrip- 


tion for taking care of the Wilson incident. 
" 'Running scared' has its points,'' the World- 
Herald said. "It is a good hedge against over- 
confidence. But 'running hysterical" has no vir- 
tues whatever, and that is what some Republi- 
can seem to be doing. The quickest way for the 
Republican party io forfeit the respect of the 
voters and lose the election would be for the 
party leadership to let this Wilson incident get 
out of hand. From the President on down, there 
should be a firm statement of faith in the sec- 
retary of defense, an approval of what he said 
in Detroit." We can agree with the Herald that 
running hysterical is lacking in any virtue. It 
is trnly the atmosphere of name-calling and 
abnse, the temptation lo call anyone who may 
disagree, an egghead a crackpot, a punk, a pink, 
or even more regrettably, a Commie. That has 
become standard technique in American politics 
in recent years and if the two-party system is to 
retain self-respect, it ought to stop.

As for the Herald s suggestion that from the 


President on down, there should be not only state- 
ments of faith in Wilson but also approval of 
what he said in Detroit, we are inclined to think 
that in apologizing for his remarks. Mr. Wilson 
shows a lot more common sense than does the 


Herald. It is only natural that 
a man who is a multi-million- 
aire is not goin^ to express 
tie same sensitiveness over 
the prospect of unemployment 


as the man only three months or three days 
away from the breadline. We live in an atomic 
age. For 20 years the world has witnessed 
unfolding a bloodless revolution in the develop- 
ment of social and economic views. Surely there 
is plenty to talk about for the remainder of the 
congressional campaign of 1954.

WASHINGTON—President Eisen- 


hower has been so anxious to 
patch up our sagging relations with 
India that he has tried to persuade 
Paul Hoffman, former administra- 
tor for the Marshall Plan, to take 
the post as U.S. ambassador to 
India. 


It will probably be denied, but 


the State Department has even 
considered 
the idea of asking 


Chester Bowles, the Democrat who 
was removed as envoy to India, 
to go back again. 


Unfortunately, it has been impos- 


sible to persuade Hoffman to ac- 
cept. His problems with the Stude- 
baker Motor Company which he 
heads, plus his negotiations with 
Nash-Hudson aimed at keeping 
small auto companies from being 
swallowed by the Big Three, make 
any foreign assignment impossible. 


Also, State Department advisers 


are doubtful that Bowles would be 
palatable to the hard core of GOP 
advisers round Eisenhower even 
though acceptable to Ike himself. 


Bowles, a former Democratic 


governor of Connecticut and head 
of the price control agency dur- 
ing the war. was a sensational suc- 
cess in India. He became a close 
personal friend of Prime Minister 
Nehru and was hailed by the In- 
dian masses as their'champion. 
Following Eisenhower's inaugura- 
tion, however, be was pulled oat 
of India and replaced by Career 
Diplomat George Allen. 


Allen has now been recalled to 


Washington and will not return to 
India. He is expected to replace 
Henry Byroade as assistant Sec- 
retary of State for Near Eastern 
affairs. 


Note—Allen was an excellent en- 


voy to Yugoslavia, put our rela- 
tions with Tito on an even keel. 
But handling Dictator Tito and 
Aesthete Nehru are two different 
things, and Allen was not a suc- 
cess in India.it

If you want to know why a sud- 


den hush has settled down over 
squabbling Republicans 
in New 


Jersey you won't have far to go. 


The answer is the Republic Steel 


Corporation, which, in co-operation 
with the White House, pulled one 
of jthe neatest bits of pressure pol- 
itics witnessed in the current cam- 
paign. 


For over a month Jim Selvage, 


public relations counsel and former 
vice president of the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers, had 
been bombarding New Jersey'vot- 
ers with a steady stream of de- 
nunciation against GOP senatorial 
candidate Clifford Case, all be- 
cause Case was opposed to Sen. 
McCarthy. 


Also snapping at Cases's heels 


were ex-Congressman Fred Hart- 
ley, the man who coauthored the 
Taft-Hartley act and who is ex- 
tremely close to the National Re- 
tail Dry Goods Association; to- 
gether with ex-Sen. Albert Hawkes, 
former president of the U.S. Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 


The rift they caused in the Re- 


publican party made it almost cer- 
tain that a Democrat, Congress- 
man Charles Howell, would win. 


However, Jim Selvage has now 


suddenly clammed up. Simultane- 
ously, Fred Hartley, who talked 
about jumping into the race against 
Case, has departed to fill some 
speaking engagements. And ex-Sen- 
tor Hawkes has gone on a vacation. 


Reason: Republic Steel, which is 


strong in the councils of big busi- 
ness and which feeds public rela- 
tions business into the firm of Sel- 
vage, Lee and Chase, did a little 
quiet talking to the New Jersey 
rebels. 


The astute maneuver was engi- 


neered primarily by Bernard Shan- 
ley of the White "House staff, who 
checked with Mark Trice, secre- 
tary of the Senate, and with ex- 
Gov. 
Walter Edge of New Jersey 


to see who were the-chief clients 
of the Selvage public relations 
firm. The next move.s were made 
by James Black, a vice president 
of Republic Steel, who goes in and 
out of the White House side door 
as one of Ike's best anonymous 
friends; and' by Charley White, 
head of Republic Steel. 


Selvage immediately took the 


hint, decided that Republic Steel 
business was more important than 
Jersey politics. 


And that is why everything is so 


quiet along the Jersey banks of 
the Delaware.

liticians was developed by Gov, 
Dewey during Ike's nominating 
race.

Cleaning Up Chicago 


An unheralded October rainstorm mov ing hi 
the aprawling, noisy city of Chicago left the 
bnuKi of an unprec^ented downpour upon that 
community. A stream cutting through the heart 
of a great m ^ rt^ lis ov erflowed its banks in 
•pots. Streets were conv erted into torrents. Be­ 
fore the storm had mov ed on, property damage 
had mounted into the millions but fortunately 
loss d human life was v irtually av erted. 
It was one of those storms described as 
“storms <rf the century.’* The people of Chicago 
co uld march back 70 years before uncov ering 
a 
similar downpour. And in those 70 years in terms 
o f population growth, towering buildings, huge 
industry , tho usands of miles of concrete pav ing, 
bigness in ev ery sense, the Chicago of 1883 was 
an entirely different community from what it 
is today. 
We talk of decentralization of gov ernment. We 
talk less about decentralization when it comes 
to our great cities, already huge and because 
erf constant, gradual transition that is taking 
place in America, constantly growing bigger. 
Although there are a few indiv idual exceptions 
to the rule, the fact is that the greatest popula­ 
tion change taking place in the last few dec­ 
ades has been the growth achiev ed by America’s 
largest, most boisterous metropolitan centers. 


New York, Philadelphia, Chicago and Los An­ 
geles are only symbols. 
They draw not only 
from the rural communities within their own 
state borders, but they seem to draw from wide 
open spaces of the Midwest, from states rela­ 
tiv ely sparsely settled in the beginning and 
states which for the last 30 years hav e ended 
each decade with population losses. 
Their continuing growth with their expanding 
square miles of brick, steel and concrete creates 
many new problems, not the least of which was 
projected in Chicago earlier in the week. There 
is scarcely a great city in the United States free 
from the problem of water supply. And the 
larger they are, the greater the cwisequences of 
natural dev elopments in the form of unprece­ 
dented storms. The headache of an underground 
diminishing water table, a common problem af­ 
fecting the country from its eastern seaboard to 
the Pacific, may find some explanation in the 
thousands of square miles of roofs, of pav ed 
stre'ets, of parkways and areaways that accentu­ 
ate the runoff of waters. 
There is no reason to anticipate that any­ 
body is going to do anything about it. Yet there 
is a reason for floods, for depleted water sup­ 
plies, for much that we ccmcern ourselv es with 
today. 
Time Of Opportunity 


The October rev iew of the Federal Reserv e 
Bank of Kansas City shows its region, of 
which Nebraska is a part, to be in a strong posi­ 
tion in lendable capital. 
It noted that in April 1953, nationally, the Fed­ 
eral Reserv e’s member banks had daily av erage 
excess reserv es of about $500 million. 
Those 
excess reserv es had risen by August this year to 
$900 millicm. 
Meantime, the April 1953 in­ 
debtedness of member banks to the Federal Re- 
nerv e of ov er $1 billion had dropped by August of 
this year to ayn av erage of $120 million. 
The Kansas City region reflects this rising 
credit pattern. 
To the casual reader of banking news the ways 
of money and the Federal Reserv e compose a 
mysteiy, like women. And to the banker they 


Of Men And Things

Secretary of Defense Charles Wilson has apol­ 
ogized handsomely for w hat he himself described 
as his Inept remarks in the course of a speech 
touching upon unemployment in Detroit.

that’s that. In America it is normal behav ior 
to accept an apology in generous, understand­ 
ing, tolerant spirit. 


There has been too much, entirely too much, 
name-calling in a campaign where emotionalism 
and resulting abuse hav e prev ailed ov er intel­ 
ligence and common sense. It may be the course 
of wisdom for the GOP to decide that its candi­ 
dates for Congress should “run scared,” but in 
making that decision, it 
is unfortunate 
if it shall

for name-calling. When 
one and all take up a 
cry of “left wing, pinks, punks and Commies” 
in describing 
a political opposition, then obv i­ 
ously forgotten is the fact that about the 
most precious heritage enjoyed in this country is 
the right to dissent. 
Without the right to dis­ 
sent, the two-party system which so many pa­ 
pers talk about long and loudly could not exist. 
And not infrequently those who extol the two- 
party system to the skies become the chief of­ 
fenders in name-calling. 


prov ide a pulse-taking that takes him into in­ 
tricacies of money management and bank pro­ 
gramming. 
But a thumbnail picture of the October rev iew 
mainly tells that there is abundant capital in 
this region which can be tapped by men of 
enterprize who hav e business v entures in mind 
that will stand the critical light of economic 
v alidity. It also says that community programs 
can mov e forward with sound planning unafraid 
as far as fav orable financing is concerned. The 
capital is here and, as always, it is prepared 
to finance sound progress.

Basic prosperity, of course, is the foundation 
of it—the accumulated money of a busy and 
gainful region. 
But the av ailability has been 
enhanced by a lowered federal rediscount rate, 
federal debt management, and a lowering of the 
Federal Reserv e member banks’ reserv e require­ 
ments. All of those forces hav e serv ed to place 
the credit in easy reach of priv ate enterprize 
which can go forward with new v entures under 
fav orable conditions. 
Properly used by v enturers of judgment it 
means that this region need not encounter hard 
times, for it has the tools to continue its ex­ 
panding business activ ity by its own initiativ e. 
This region is confronted with an attractiv e 
opportunity. It is a good time for men of deeds 
and judgment to step forward. It is a good time 
for communities to formulate plans for growth 
and to v enture wisely. And the climate is espe­ 
cially good for the wooing of relocated industry.

The present H bomb’s 45 megatons equals the 
explo^uv e power of 
22 5'H) Halifax ships which if 
floated end to end would make a line 900 miles 
long. 
It illur.irates that civ ilization has come a long 
way 
since I9ia - -;o far. indeed, that no one is 
certain any more that it hasn't outrun itself.

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WASHINGTON—President Eisen­ 
hower has been so anxious to 
patch up our sagging relations with 
India that he has tried to persuade 
Paul Hoffman, former administra­ 
tor for the Marshall Plan, to take 
the post as U.S. ambassador to 
India. 
It will pro bably be denied, but 
the State Department has ev en 
co nsidered the idea o f 
asking 
Chester Bo wles, the Demo crat who 
was remo v ed as env o y to India, 
to go back again. 
Unfortunately, it has been impos­ 
sible to persuade Hoffman to ac­ 
cept. His problems with the Stude- 
baker Mtrfor Company which he 
heads, plus his negotiations with

any foreign assignment impossible. 
Also, State Department adv isers 
are doubtful that Bowles would be 
palatable to the hard core of GOP 
adv isers rcmnd Eisenhower ev en 
though acceptable to Ike himself.

He is expected to replace 
Henry Byroade as assistant Sec­ 
retary of State for Near Eastern 
affairs. 
Note—Allen was an excellent en­ 
v oy to Yugoslav ia, put our rela­ 
tions with Tito on an ev en keel. 
But handling Dictator Tito and 
Aesthete Nehni are two different 
things, and Allen was not a suc­ 
cess in India.

Albert Hawkes, 
former president of the U.S. Cham­ 
ber <rf Commeixe. 
The rift they caused in the Re­ 
publican party made it almost cer­ 
tain that a Democrat, Congress­ 
man Charles Howell, would win.

The price at which the govern- 


ment will sell corn from its bin- 
sites in Nebraska has been re- 
duced. 


Jirn Lemley, head of the com- 


modity section of the state office 
of the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Committee, an- 
nounced that the government has 
ordered a reduction in the sale 
of government grain to a point 
which will be about 100 per cent 
of parity. 


Under the former rules, corn 


was sold at 32 cents above the 
applicable loan rate. 
This has 


been changed to a rate of 110 
per cent of the loan rate. Although 
the rate is different for each 


county, the Lancaster County rate 
is $1.57 a bushel. Under the old 
rule, government corn was sold 
here at $1.89. 
Under the new 


rule the price will be $1.72, a sav- 
ing of more than 16 cents per 
bushel. The corn was originally 
taken over at 90 per cent of parity. 


The program of selling govern- 


ment corn to elevators for re-sale 
has been made a permanent fea- 
ture of the program, Lemley said. 
It was started last spring to move 
1948 and 1949 corn. 
It was so 


successful that the all of this corn 
in the state, 15,000,000 bushels, was 
sold by Sept. 1. There is now no 
corn in the bins which is more 
than two years old.

Justice Edward Carter Thursday 
laid before the State Bar Assn., 
in convention here, changes in Ne- 
braska law recommended by the 
State Judicial Council, composed 
of attorneys and laymen. 


Probably the main -change of 


interest to the general public is 
in the jury laws. Two of the "top 
changes recommended were to 
eliminate the provision extempting 
members of the.state militia from 
jury service, and to provide that 
a jury in certain criminal cases 
may be lodged in hotels or other 
similar places during the course 
of a triaL 
"Another change w,ould strike 
from the laws the provision deal- 
ing with exemption of volunteer, 
firemen reading "and -all persons 
who have been members of such 
company in good standing for five 
consecutive years in the state of 
Nebraska." 


Other changes include: 
The adoption of a small estates 


bill. It would be limited to estates 
not over $700 and would give the 
surviving spouse a defeasible right 
to the personal property without 
waiting for court action of probate 
of a will under certain conditions. 


A bill to provide that on petition 


for license to sell real estate for 
payment of debts, the District 
Court shall detennne that the real 
estate is not exempt from sale be- 
cause it was the family homestead 
or for any other reason. '

At a news conference in Detroit 


Monday, discussing an aspect of 
the unemployment situation, Wil- 
son said, ''I've got a lot of sym- 
pathy for people when a sudden 
change catches 'em—but I've al- 
ways liked bird dogs better than 
kennel dogs. You know, one who'll 
get out and hunt for food rather 
^han sit off his fanny and yell."

public, would give the Dixon-Yates 
group "a virtually risk-free guar- 
antee of earning 9 per cent on 
invested capital of 5Va million dol- 
lars." 


The AEC made its request to 


the Justice Department, the news- 
paper said, in an Oct. 1 letter 
signed by Joseph Campbell as act- 
Ing chairman of the commission. 
The newspaper quoted the letter 
as saying in part:

Court Rules 
On Religion, 
Communists 


WASHINGTON (INS) - Commu- 


nism, "quickie" divorces, racial 
segregation, and religion -in public 
schools figured Thursday in far- 
reaching rulings handed down by 
the U." S. Supreme Court on its 
first "decision day" of the new 
term. 


The High Tribunal agreed to re- 


view 
a Pennsylvania 
Supreme 


Court decision that freed Pitts- 
burgh Communist leader 
Steve 


Nelson from a 20-year prison sen- 
tence and threatened to invalidate 
all state anti-sedition laws.x 


Nelson was sentenced for* violat- 


ing the Pennsylvania sedition law 
by advocating violent overthrow 
of the government. The crime is 
a federal offense under the Smith 
Act. The Pennsylvania court ruled 
that Nelson should have been tried 
under federal law. 


'Quickie' Divorces 


The tribunal agreed to hear a 


case testing constitutionality 
'< of 


"quickie" divorces in such locali- 
ties as the Virgin Islands and Reno, 
Nev. The dispute involves the al- 
leged failure of Mrs. Edward Gran- 
ville-Smith of Scarsdale, N. Y., to 
establish residence for a Virgin Is- 
lands divorce. 


In a ruling of nationwide impor- 


tance on the religious education 
issue, the justice in effect upheld 
a New Jersey decision that distri- 
bution of the New Testament in 
public schools violates the Consti- 
ution by showing preferences for 
one creed over another. 


The court, in refusing to review 


the case, upheld a New Jersey 
Supreme Court decision which held 
that distribution of any version of 
the Christian 
scriptures in the 


shools would be objectionable to 
members of the Hebrew faith and 
persons who reject all religion. 


Lord's Prayer 


The New Jersey ruling also held 


that required reading from the 
Old Testament and teaching of the 
Lord's Prayer are constitutional 
because the Old Testament is non- 
sectarian. 


The case arose from efforts to 


Gideons International to distribute 
copies of the King James version 
of the New Testament in the pub- 
lic schools of Rutherford, N. J. 
Both Jewish and Catholic laymen 
objected. 


In the segregation issue, the 


court refused to hear arguments 
in a case challenging the consti- 
tutionality of a practice in which 
the Illinois Central railroad as- 
signed Negroes to sepaarte cars 
but gave them seats in non-segre- 
gated cars if they so demanded.

This class 
would be composed of Norfolk, 
Alliance, Fairbury, Columbus, Ne- 
braska City, McCook, Sidney, Falls 
City, Lexington, South Sioux City, 
Plattsmouth, York, Cozad, Hol- 
drege, Genng, Curtis.

LONDON (AP)—The Churchill government Thurs- 


day -night stepped into the two-week-old London dock 
strike which has cut deeply into Britain's vital shipping 
industry. 


Prime Minister Churchill summoned a special Cabinet 


meeting, and later Sir Walter Monckton, minister of labor, 
asked waterfront employers and union representatives to 
meet with him separately Friday. 


Also discussed at the Cabinet 


session was the strike which has 
brought to a halt thousands of Lon- 
don's red double-decker buses. 


Walkouts spread throughout the 


day. Only one ship in the miles of 
London 
wharves 
was b e i n g 


worked. Industrial experts estimat- 
ed between a quarter and a third 
of Britain's overseas trade was at 
a standstill. More than ? third of 
the city's 7,100 buses stood idle m 
their garages, upsetting surface 
transport. 


Union pleas to dock strikers to 


return to work to permit negotia- 
tion of their grievances were coun- 
tered by strike committee predic- 
tions the stoppage "will become 
national."

More than 12,330 bus drivers and 


conductors were out. Service was 
at a standstill on 92 of London's 
200 bus routes. Forty-two other 
routes were partly affected and 32 
were working restricted ^hedules , 


Tens of thousands of Londoners 


were delayed in the nightly rush 
to get home after the day's work. 
Queues grew longer and longer 
as packed buses rumbled past one 
stop after another. Huge jams 
formed at the entrances to the 
subway system and the trains were 
crowded with thousands of extra 
passengers who normally depend 
on buses. Hundreds were given 
lifts by passing automobiles. Oth- 
ers hiked it to the railway stations 
to catch commuter trains to the 
suburbs. 


The bus strike stems from a de- 


mand for higher pay and better 
working conditions. The drivers 
and conductors recently began a 
ban on overtime in support of their 
demand for a weekly mmimurr 
wage of 1 pounds ($28). Drivers 
now get a basic 7 pounds 18 shill- 
ings 6 pence ($22.19) and conduc- 
tors 7 pounds 14 shillings 6 pen^e 
C$21.63). 


A walkout of stevedores and ship

Attorney Tells TV Application Hearing 
Ideas Of Herald Corp. 'Contrasting' 


WASHINGTON <*-A rival ap- 


plicant's attorney said at a Com* 
munications Commission hearing 
Thursday that Eugene S. Thomas, 
g e n e r a l manager of Herald 
Corp.'i proposed television sta- 
tion in Omaha, held contrasting 
ideas about building popularity 
for, newscasters and a farm direc- 
tor. 


The comment by George Smith, 


KFAB Broadcasting, Co., counsel, 
came while Thomas was testify- 
ing under cross-examination. Her- 
ald and KFAB both seek Channel 
7 in Omaha. 


Thomas said that to build up 


the popularity of the farm direc- 
tor—as yet unhired—he would be 
used on 23 farm news programs 
weekly. 


Smith then recalled that Thom- 


as had taken a different view in 
regard to newscasters. 
Thomas 


had said earlier he planned to 
hire six newscasters on a con- 
tract basis, in addition to hjs reg- 
ular staff, because he liked the 
idea of different faces and 
sonalities handling n e w s 
grams. 


Thomas said he wanted all his 


newscasters to be popular, but 
said he felt popularity of the farm 
director was especially 
impor- 


tant. This man, he said, would 
be the station's farm voice and 
face and would spend consider- 
able time visiting farmers in the 
Omaha area.' He said he thought 
the more the farm director was 
seen and heard the more loyalty 
he would acquire from his view- 
ers. 


Thomas also described a "TV 


classroom" program which would 
be produced specifically for chil- 


per- 
pro- 


dren of elementary school age. 
He said the plan WM for this 
program to be shown in the Oma- 
ha and Council Bluffs schools. An 
Omaha school official told him, 
Thomas said, that parent-teachers 
associations 
would 
very 
likely 


provide receiving sets in schools 
when these programs were ready 
for telecasting. 


Thomas was cross-examined at 


the hearing Thursday about plans 
for on-camera rehearsals of va- 
rious programs. 


Smith mentioned a number of 


proposed Herald programs and 
asked why on-camera rehearsals 
were planned for some and not 
for others. 


Thomas mentioned "Meal Time 


Magic," a cooking program, as 
one which he felt did not require 
an on-camera rehearsal. 


Smith inquired why there would 


be 15-minute rehearsals for one- 
quarter hour Boys Town program 
and the same length rehearsal for 
an hour-long Boy Scout jamboree 
program. 


Thomas said the Scout program 


would include about 25 minutes of 
film and he believed it would be 
more natural if not fully 
re- 


hearsed.
